The Japan Socialist Party, the Japan Communist Party, the French Communist 
Party, the Commun'et Party of Venezuela, the Communist Party of India, the 
Communist Party of India (Marxist), the Communist Party of Portugal, the 
Left Party-Communistes cf Sweden, the Party of Green of the Federal Republic 
of Germany, the Swiss progressive organizations, the Swiss Autonomous 
Socialist Party, the Irish Workers’ Party and other progressive political 
parties of many countries decided not to dispatch their delegates to the 
Seoul conference. This will make the delegations of the countries which 
are to participate in the conference “crippled delegations” and “abnormally 
formed delegations” in many cases as noted by foreign media, not full- 
fledged delegations comprising parliamentarians of all political parties. 


Although the U.S. imperialists and the South Korean puppet clique resorted 
to despicable maneuvers to draw non-member nations of the union into South 
Korea with the approach of the Seoul conference, tens of these countries 
including Tanzania, Guinea-Bissau and Central Africa rejected their moves 
and declared that they would not send any délegation to the conference.

[Text] Pyongyang, 30 Sep (KCNA)--Amid the mounting anti-U.S., anti-puppet 
sentiments of the South Korean people with the convocation of the Inter- 
Varliamentary Conference in Seoul just at hand, more than 1,000 students 

of Yonse University in Seoul held a massive anti-"government™ demonstration 
on 29 September, according to a foreign press report. 


At noon that day when one student of the university scattered anti-"govern- 
ment’ leaflets from a five-story building, hundreds of students started a 
campus demonstration. Their number swiftly swelled to over 1,000 and the 
demonstration spread to several points.

A group of about 500 students with two students carrying knives in the van 
fiercely fought the police to break through police lines triggering the tear 
gas attack. 











Frightened at the news of students’ struyyzle, the Chon Tu-hwan military 
fascist clique sent hundreds of riot police to the university to help campus 
police. Desperately trying to break up the demonstration, the puppet 
clique arrested several students. 


But the undaunted students persistently fought for 2 hours, hurling rocks 
at the police. Thousands of students watched their struggle, warmly 
supporting and encouraging them, the report said. 


Harller, on 26 September, an anti-"government" demonstration was staged by 
more than 300 students at Songgyungwan University of Seoul and a street 
demonstration by students in front of a gymnasium in the city.

The riot police broke into the campus and started arresting students. In 
September alone the authorities imprisoned more than 30 students of eight 
universities anu colleges. 


The statement issued by former opposition figures whose political activities 
are banned by the self-styled “President” Chon Tu-hwan was a direct expres- 
sion of the growing discontent with the dictatorial politics. They resolutely 
denounced the brutal suppression of participants in the movement for democracy 
and demanded the prompt release of all political prisoners, freedom of the 
press and the abrogation of all evil laws depriving the people of their civil 
rights. 


On the other hand, the scheme to frame up a tripartite military alliance of 
Washington, Tokyo and Seoul is being Intensified in an atmosphere of anti- 
communist frenzy. Whipping up a war fever, the U.S. military clique and 
the South Korean puppet army are continuously committing armed provocations 
against the Democratic People's Republic of Korea.

Noting that the confrontation between the people and the puppets grew more 
acute in the last 15 days on the threshold of an Inter-Parliamentary 
Conterence in South Korea, the paper says: 


The U.S. impertalists and the South Korean puppets resorted to every 
conceivable maneuver to hold the Inter-Parliamentary Conference in Seoul 
as scheduled at all costs. 


The Chon Tu-hwan group got noisier in their row for anti-communist confronta- 
tion. 


On 16 September the puppets set the stage for a “muting of homesick people” 
in the central sector of the front where the northern half of the country 
was visible and heaped malicious abuses on us, crying over “sorrow of 
displaced people" and the like and staged a burlesque called “exercise of 
anti-spy marine operation” on the sea off Inchon Port, firing rifles and 
guns at a “sham spy boat." 


They incited North-South confrontation in all parts of South Korea under 
the pretext of “security,” raising a hue and cry over fictitious “threat 
and infiltration from the North.”
